Debate Limited 
The committee minority, con­ 
sisting of .Sens.

We are sp ending billions for airp lanes, tanks, 
new sh ip s and oth er instru m ents of defense. Bu t 
to wh at avail u nless we h ave th e man p ower to 
h andle th em. 
A tank with ou t a driver, a p lane 
with ou t a p ilot or an anti-aircraft gu n with ou t 
a gu nner is ju st so mu ch ju nk. 
Th ese same 
p ieces of defense are likewise u seless with ou t 
trained men to op erate th em. 
So my wife and myself are relu ctantly willing 
to give u p ou r boys for a few month s as insu r­ 
ance against destru ction of 
ou r 
h ome, th eir 
h ome, and you r h ome. 
And my boys are willing 
to give u p a few month s p lay, a few month s work 
and a few month s of edu cation so th at maybe 
with in a sh ort time th ey can retu rn to th eir nor­ 
mal life with th e feeling deep in th eir h earts th at 
th eir m oth er and tM^ir fath er and all oth er moth ­ 
ers and fath ers are reasonably safe from attack 
by ou tside forces. 
It's not easy for a moth er to give u p h er sons. 
It's not easy for sons to give u p th eir moth er. 
Bu t it’s infinitely easier to do th at th an to 
decorate graves . . . . 


"obsolete” destroyers to England 
tp save ou r own cou ntry from 
Germany. 
On th e same su bject 
George Fielding Eliot says: 
“Th e qu estion wh ich we h ave 
to ask ou rselves is a p lain one. 
It ou gh t not to be befu ddled by 
su ch 
non-essentials as 
wh eth er 
th e 
transfer 
of 
destroyers 
to 
Great Britain wou ld or wou ld not 
be ‘an act of war!’ 
It wou ld of 
cou rse, bu t th at is only an aca­ 
demic qu estion . . . th e legal 
definitions of international con­ 
du ct . . . are now obsolete.” 
It 
seems th at 
everyth ing 
is 
now obsolete as far as it su its 
th e p u rp ose of th ose wh o are 
h ell-bent on getting th is cou ntry 
into a war for wh ich it is com­ 
p letely u np rep ared. 
Th e destroyers are “obsolete.” 
Ou r own engagements in treaties 
and conventions and th e th ings 
we h ave always stood and some­ 
times fou gh t for are, in interna­ 
tional law, "obsolete.” 
As to th e destroyers being "ob­ 
solete”: if th ey are, h ow does it 
h ap p en, as men of th is op inion 
intimate or argu e, th at th e bat­ 
tle of Britain, th e late of th e 
world’s freedom and th e safety 
of ou r own cou ntry dep end u p on 
sending th em to Britain? 
As an 
American officer said wh en it 
was being argu ed th at we ou gh t 
also to send over a million “ob­ 
solete” 
Sp ringfield 
rifles, 
"no 
rifle is obsolete th at will kill a 
man with an aimed sh ot at 1500 
yards—esp ecially wh en you h ave 
noth ing with wh ich to rep lace it 
A sh ip doesn’t necessarily be­ 
come "obsolete” or "su rp lu s” sim­ 
p ly becau se it is 16 years old. 
We 
are 
fu riou sly 
overh au ling 
th ese World war destroyers and 
u sing th em every day. Th ey can’t 
be "su rp lu s” 
becau se 
we 
h ave 
nowh ere near enou gh destroyers 
for ou r p resent fleet, let alone 
ou r p rop osed new one. 
Nobody h as sh own th is more 
clearly and h onestly th an Major 
Eliot. 
I don’t know h is qu alifi­ 
cations as a naval exp ert, bu t ap ­ 
p lying 
well 
known 
p u blish ed 
naval standards and op inions as 
to th e p rop er ratio of destroyers 
to battlesh ip s, Major Eliot sh owed 
th at p ractically none of th ese de­ 
stroyers 
is su rp lu s 
or 
can 
be 
taken with ou t strip p ing ou r own 
navy. 
Th ey are, th erefore, no 
more "su rp lu s" th an "obsolete.” 
Ju st 
as a sideligh t, 
most of 
th em are armed with fou r-inch 
and th ree-inch gu ns, as well as 
wiih anti-aircraft gu ns. 
Excep t 
for World war 7 5 mm artillery 
(abou t 
th ree-inch ), 
cannon of 
h igh er 
calibre and anti-aircraft 
gu ns are wh at we do not h ave, 
wh at we most need and wh at we 
h ave th e least p rosp ect of getting 
qu ickly. 
In Mr. Knu dsen’s last p rogress 
rep ort as p u blish ed, “bottle-neck” 
items of p rocu rement were dis­ 
cu ssed as well as th ose in wh ich 


cau se th e trou ble th ere isn’t ju st 
a bottle-neck, it’s a needle’s eye 
and a flock of camels. 
Major Eliot is very frank and 
very accu rate in calling th e sh ip ­ 
ment of destroyers an “act of 
war.” 
It is war itself. 
Bu t it is 
vicariou s 
war - u ndercover 
war. 
Th e kind of war we h ave always 
condemned and p ledged ou rselves 
not to wage. 
Th e weakness of 
th is p osition seems to me to be 
th is: ou r p olicy always h as been 
not to be aggressors in any war. 
We figh t only wh en we are at­ 
tacked or th reatened. 
Th ese w ar minded men are p u t 
in th e p osition of h aving to say, 
and th ey do say, th at we are so 
th reatened now—to th e death . If 
th at is not tru e, th en we ou gh t 
not to go to war—even to th is 
blind-p ig, boot-leg war. 
If it is 
tru e, th en we ou gh t to go to w ar 
tomorrow — with everyth ing we 
h ave. 
In a figh t to a knockou t 
you can’t "h it soft.” 
Th e fact is th at it is not tru e. 
If it were tru e, th ese gentlemen 
and Mr. Roosevelt’s adm inistra­ 
tion, wh ich h as given every evi­ 
dence of symp ath izing with th em, 
wou ld h ave no trou ble at all in 
getting th eir wish and p lu nging 
u s into war to th e h ilt tomorrow. 
Th ey sh ou ld not be p erm itted to 
get u s in by any blind-p ig en­ 
trance.
